BOROUGH  OF  MACCLESFIELD 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  which  covers 
much  of  the  work  of  the  Department  during  the  year  ending 
olst  December,  1960. 

The  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  541,  births 
exceeding  deaths  by  54  ;  this  results  in  a  triennial  average  of 
births  exceeding  deaths  by  45. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  to  16.63  which  is  a  very 
satisfactory  rate. 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  report  on  Slaughterhouses 
was  prepared,  meetings  of  surrounding  local  authorities  were 
attended  by  your  representatives,  and  also  meetings  with  all 
interested  parties  were  convened  so  that  the  Council’s  Report 
recommended  to  the  Minister  that  the  Appointed  Day  for  the 
new  standards  to  be  applied  to  slaughterhouses  be  1st  July, 
1961.  The  position  resulting  was  that  one  of  the  two  slaughter¬ 
houses  could  and  would  be  upgraded  to  modern  standards  and 
the  other,  which  could  not  be  upgraded,  would  be  replaced  by 
a  new  slaughterhouse  on  the  Macclesfield  Industrial  Estate 
by  1st  July,  1961.  This  will  be  most  satisfactory  as  the  situation 
of  the  old  slaughterhouse,  which  cannot  be  upgraded,  is 
adjacent  to  a  shopping  area,  whereas  the  new  slaughterhouse 
will  be  indistinguishable  from  other  small  modern  factories 
on  the  industrial  estate. 

I  reported  last  year  regarding  the  magnitude  of  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  Slum  Clearance.  The  progress  made  in  this  work  during 
the  year  was  satisfactory  as  can  be  seen  from  the  details 
in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report.  Three  Clearance 
Areas  were  represented  during  the  year  and  there  were  four 
Public  Enquiries.  The  Areas  represented  contained  a  total 
of  219  houses,  thus  in  the  two  years,  1959  and  1960,  381  houses 
were  dealt  with  by  Slum  Clearance  procedure. 

I  must  again  draw  the  Council’s  attention  to  the  Volume 
of  clerical  and  typing  work  made  in  connection  with  Slum 
Clearance  and  Public  Enquiries.  There  has  been  no  extra  staff 
appointed  for  this  work.  I  can  only  express  my  appreciation 
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to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  clerical  staff  for  the 
volume  of  work  which  they  managed  to  do  under  extremely 
difficult  conditions. 

I,  and  those  of  my  staff  concerned  with  Slum  Clearance, 
have  been  most  disappointed  by  the  fact  that  no  redevelopment 
has  taken  place  as  this  may  well  endanger  the  Council’s  pro¬ 
gramme,  which  at  the  present  rate  would  take  at  least  15 
years  to  complete,  even  though  in  1957  it  was  considered  that 
only  16  years  would  be  necessary. 

Many  people  are  disturbed  by  Clearance  Areas,  not  least 
the  aged  persons  who  have  lived  there  for  many  years — no 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Public  Health  Inspector  likes  dis¬ 
turbing  them,  but  for  the  ideal — new  houses  with  modern 
amenities  to  replace  worn  out  properties  which  have  come  to 
an  end  of  their  useful  life  with  many  inherent  defects.  Any¬ 
thing  that  delays  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  means  that 
a  not  inconsiderable  proportion  of  the  population  will  have 
to  continue  living  in  houses  which  are  at  present  unfit  and 
injurious  to  health  with  consequent  illnesses  which  could  have 
been  prevented.  I  frequently  have  interviews  with  and  letters 
from,  people  who  are  so  placed  and  it  is  difficult  for  them  to 
understand  the  present  position. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  majority  of  persons  who  live  or 
work  in  Clearance  areas  do  not  mind  the  disturbance  from 
their  homes,  shops,  etc.,  when  they  feel  that  the  Areas  will 
be  quickly  redeveloped,  but  the  lack  of  progress  in  this  will 
make  the  work  of  the  Department  more  difficult  as  people 
become  more  cynical  about  the  Council’s  intentions.

The  routine  work  of  immunisation  is  now  greatly 
augmented,  not  only  do  infants  receive  protection  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  but  in  addition  they 
are  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis,  while  children  approach¬ 
ing  school  leaving  age  or  contacts  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
can  be  protected  against  Tuberculosis  by  vaccination  with 
B.C.G.

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EXAMINATION  OF  MILK— 1960 


During  the  year,  14  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  as  to  their  Cleanliness  and  Keeping  Quality. 

1.  Pasteurised  Milk,  4  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were 
examined,  all  of  which  were  of  the  required  standard. 

2.  Sterilised  Milk,  4  samples  of  such  milk  were  examined 
and  proved  to  be  of  wholesome  character,  and  passed  the 
required  standard. 

3.  Tuberculin  Tested  and  T,T,  Pasteurised  Milk,  6 

samples  were  taken,  all  of  which  passed  the  required  standard. 


THE  TOWN'S  WATER  SUPPLY 

1.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  was  satisfactory 
in  quality,  but  to  maintain  a  sufficient  quantity  it  was 
necessary  to  supplement  supplies  by  pumping  from  the  bore¬ 
holes  from  the  1st  to  11th  January  and  the  25th  April  to  12th 
October,  1960. 

2.  The  periodical  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
and  filtered  water  are  made  by  the  Borough  Engineer,  and 
periodical  samples  of  water  are  taken  and  analysed  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  from  the  consumers’  taps. 

3.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  No  specific  contamination  has  been  identified  but  the 
Corporation  has  taken  all  possible  steps  to  avoid  pollution  by 
acquiring  control  of  the  whole  of  the  Gathering  Grounds  to 
Trentabank  and  Ridgegate  Reservoirs. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and 
farms,  above  the  level  of  the  gravity  supply,  the  whole  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct  from 
public  water  mains.  There  are  no  standpipe  supplies.

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Transport  is  provided  by  a  private  Bus  Company — one 
bus  operating  from  Congleton,  another  from  Cheadle.  In 
addition  local  children  are  taken  to  and  from  the  Centre  by 
Ambulance. 

The  curriculum  includes  habit  training,  sense  training, 
physical  training,  speech  training,  handwork,  music  and 
movement  and  training  in  simple  cookery  and  domestic  tasks. 

An  exhibition  of  Handwork  done  by  the  children  was 
staged  at  the  Macclesfield  Show  in  the  tent  of  the  Macclesfield 
Branch  of  the  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  and 
the  Centre  was  “Open”  during  Mental  Health  Week, 
July  9th-16th. 

The  Macclesfield  Branch  of  the  Society  for  Mentally 
Handicapped  Children  paid  for  the  children  to  visit  the 
Pantomime  and  they  also  helped  towards  the  cost  of  an 
outing  to  the  River  at  Chester  and  to  Rhyl. 

The  Mayor  paid  a  visit  to  the  Centre  on  May  16th,  there 
were  visits  from  parents,  student  teachers.  Doctors,  student 
nurses,  teachers  from  other  Centres  and  Overseas  students.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Divisional  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  past  year  has  been  a  most  revolutionary  one  for 
those  engaged  in  Mental  Health  work.  The  Mental  Health 
Act  was  introduced  on  the  1st  November,  1960,  and  on  its 
introduction  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  of  1890 
and  1930,  also  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  of  1913  to  1938 
were  repealed. 

The  main  implications  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959, 
include  improved  methods  of  procedure  for  admission  to 
psychiatric  hospitals,  whether  such  admission  be  of  an 
informal  or  compulsory  nature. 

The  informal  method  of  admission  as  opposed  to 
admission  as  a  voluntary  patient  under  the  Mental  Treatment 
Act,  1930,  has  been  distinctly  advantageous.  It  is  worthy  to 
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note,  that  in  this  area,  a  marked  increase  in  the  formal 
procedure  of  admission  has  been  recorded. 

The  Cheshire  County  Council  anticipating  the  increased 
work  indicated  by  the  introduction  of  the  Mental  Health  Act, 
1959,  considerably  expanded  the  existing  Mental  Health 
Service,  and  in  this  area  alone,  which  covers  the  districts 
comprising  Macclesfield  Borough,  Macclesfield  Rural  District, 
Bollington  Urban  District,  Congleton  Borough  and  Congleton 
Rural  District,  the  staff  now  consists  of  one  Senior  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  (Mr.  L.  Meadwell),  one  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
(Mr.  J.  1.  Wallace)  and  one  Trainee  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
(Mrs.  R.  Hidderley)  also,  in  an  effort  to  ease  the  increasing 
load  of  clerical  work,  a  part-time  Clerk-Typist  (Mrs.  Graham) 
has  been  appointed.  This  increase  in  staff  has,  indeed,  made 
it  possible  for  mental  health  work  to  be  greatly  expanded, 
each  field  officer  spending  approximately  75%  of  his  day’s 
work  visiting  patients,  at  home,  hospitals  and  psychiatric 
clinics. 

With  the  kind  assistance  of  Mr.  Wadsworth,  J.P.,  and 
Mrs.  Edwards  of  the  Macclesfield  Disabled  Club,  facilities 
were  eventually  made  available  for  suitable  Psychiatric  After 
Care  patients  to  attend  the  Macclesfield  Disabled  Club.  This 
arrangement  has  been  very  successful,  although  it  is  felt 
that  more  patients  should  take  advantage  of  it. 

New  terminology  has  also  entered  into  the  field  of  Mental 
Health  with  the  introduction  of  the  Mental  Health  Act.  The 
Act  refers  to  “Mental  Disordered”  which  is  sub-divided  into 
the  following  types  : — ' 

A.  Mental  Illness;  B.  Severe  Subnormality;  C.  Subnormality; 
D.  Psychopathic  Disorder. 

No  longer  do  we  refer  to  Mental  Hospitals  and  Mental 
Deficiency  Hospitals,  instead  we  have  Psychiatric  Hospitals. 
MENTALLY  HANDICAPPED 

This  department  is  now  responsible  for  supervision  at 
home  of  all  Severely  Subnormal  and  Subnormal  persons 
residing  in  this  area  and  regular,  friendly  supervision  is  main¬ 
tained.  In  the  Macclesfield  Borough  and  Bollington  Urban 
District,  there  are  61  under  supervision.  Of  this  number,  18 
attend  the  Macclesfield  Junior  Training  Centre,  the  remainder 
being  either  too  old  or  too  infirm  to  take  advantge  of  such 
training. 

Early  last  year,  after  joint  discussion  with  the  Super¬ 
visor  of  the  Macclesfield  Junior  Training  Centre  and  with  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  it  was  decided  that  an  effort  should 
be  made  to  offer  some  form  of  recreation  and  entertainment 
to  mentally  handicapped  persons  over  the  age  of  16  years  and 
so  the  “Over  16’ s  Club”  was  brought  into  existence,  in  this 
respect  tribute  should  be  paid  here  to  the  enthusiasm  and 
and  work  put  into  this  venture  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
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Officer  and  Mrs.  Cheadle.  I  feel  that  thanks  are  also  due  to 
the  Assistants  at  the  Junior  Training  Centre,  where  the  “Over 
16’ s  Club”  is  held  on  alternate  Wednesday  evenings,  they 
each  give  up  their  evenings  off  to  entertain  and  interest  these 
mentally  handicapped  persons. 

Great  appreciation  is  also  due  to  the  Macclesfield  and 
District  Association  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  for 
their  financial  and  material  help  given  by  them  to  the  Club. 
Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  members  of  the  Macclesfield 
Branch  of  the  Rotary  Club  for  their  kind  interest.  I  feel  it  is 
of  great  credit  to  the  workers  in  this  area  that  Our  “Over  16’ s 
Club  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  County. 

I  do  not  wish  to  conclude  without  giving  my  sincere 
thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Mental  Health  Department 
Staff  who,  week  after  week  give  up  their  off  duty  evenings 
in  order  to  assist  at  the  “Disabled  Club”  and  Macclesfield 
“Over  16’s  Club.” 

Below  I  respectfully  submit  the  statistics  appertaining 
to  the  Macclesfield  Borough  and  Bollington  Urban  District, 
these  do  not,  of  course,  include  the  total  number  of  notifica¬ 
tions,  admissions  and  visits  made  from  this  office.  I  feel  that 
it  is  worthwhile  noting  that  in  the  period  1st  July  to 
31st  December,  1960,  that  no  less  than  1,686  visits,  notifica¬ 
tions  or  enquiries  were  dealt  with  by  the  staff  of  this 
department.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  energies  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  were 
principally  directed  to  the  surveying  of  dwelling  houses  and 
to  uphold  the  pace  which  had  been  set  in  the  previous  year. 

Macclesfield  had  a  record  for  new  house  construction, 
better  than  most  authorities  of  its  size  and  resources, 
unfortunately  the  legacy  of  worn-out  dwellings,  due  to  rapid 
expansion  in  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century  has  proved 
to  be  a  heavy  burden  and  out  of  proportion  to  this  size  of 
authority.  It  is  obvious  that  no  quick  solution  can  be  found, 
and  the  remedy  will  lie  in  a  steady  implementation  of  a 
clearance  policy,  adequately  backed  by  redevelopment. 

Members  of  the  public  often  feel  that  the  process  of 
slum  clearance,  inspection,  representation,  public  enquiry, 
confirmation,  displacement  and  demolition  is  slow,  and  to 
illustrate  how  much  progress  has  been  made  and  where  each 
area  stood  in  December,  1960,  a  special  table  has  been  placed 
in  the  Housing  Section  of  this  report. 

Three  Clearance  Areas  containing  219  houses  were 
represented  to  the  Joint  Slum  Clearance  Committee  and  30 
individually  unfit  houses  were  represented  to  the  Health 
Committee. 

Four  Public  Enquiries  were  held  in  the  year  and  the  task 
of  preparing  evidence  for  each  of  these  has  been  undertaken, 
m  addition  to  the  routine  public  health  work  of  the 
Department. 

Further,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  100  per  cent  meat 
inspection  has  been  carried  out  of  all  animals  slaughtered 
in  the  Borough.  This,  of  course,  has  entailed  overtime  and 
duty  at  week-ends,  but  I  feel,  as  do  my  colleagues,  that 
nothing  less  than  100  per  cent  inspection  is  satisfactory. 
Inspections 

296  complaints  were  investigated,  of  which  21  were 
unfounded  and  4,206  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to 
premises  in  the  Borough  for  purposes  appertaining  to  the 
Acts  and  Regulations  administered  by  the  Department.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ADMINISTRATION 

No  prosecutions  were  instituted  during  1960  either  as 
regards  foodstuffs  or  food  premises.  The  general  standard 
of  food  handling  in  Macclesfield  is  fair  rather  than  exceptional, 
however,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  more  people  are  consult¬ 
ing  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  before  commencing  altera¬ 
tions  or  additions  to  food  shops.  An  hour  on  the  site 
discussing  the  position  of  wash-hand  basins,  sinks  and  water- 
closets  can  save  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and  inconvenience 
later.

The  greater  quantity  is  pre-packed  and  manufactured,  by 
well-known  firms.  There  are,  however,  three  premises  within 
the  borough  manufacturing  on  a  small  scale,  one  by  heat 
treatment  and  two  by  a  complete  cold  mix. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955-56. 

The  Regulations  have  been  in  force  for  five  years,  and 
form  the  basis  for  the  standards  employed  whenever  food 
premises  are  visited  by  the  Inspectors.  The  Regulations  also 
place  responsibilities  upon  the  persons  handling  food,  and  are 
m  the  main  carefully  observed.  Posters  showing  the  pre¬ 
cautions  to  be  taken  when  handling  foods  are  distributed  to 
schools,  and  to  people  running  food  businesses.  The  posters 
are  free  and  available  to  anyone  who  wishes  to  use  them  for 
the  training  of  food  handlers.

During  1960  the  carcases  of  16,685  animals  were  inspected 
at  the  two  licensed  slaughterhouses,  being  a  decrease  of  520 
animals  on  1959  and  caused  by  the  decreased  numbers  of 
lambs  slaughtered,  although  311  more  beasts  were  inspected. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  100%  meat 
inspection  was  carried  out.

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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT 
Anthrax  Order,  1938 

No  cases  of  suspected  Anthrax  were  notified  to  the 
Department  during  the  year. 

The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods  Order)  1957 

This  Order  places  upon  local  authorities  the  responsibility 
of  inspecting  and  licensing  Waste  Food  Boiling  Plants.,  The 
Deputy  Chief  Inspector  and  myself  have  been  appointed 
Officers  by  the  Council  to  carry  out  the  provision  of  the  above 
mentioned  Order. 

Whilst  all  waste  foods  must  by  law,  be  sterilised  before 
feeding  to  livestock,  only  certain  premises  require  to  be 
licensed.  Three  such  premises  have  been  licensed  within  the 
Borough. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  Order,  1938 

Towards  the  end  of  1960  explosive  outbreaks  of  Foot  and 
Mouth  Disease  developed  in  certain  parts  of  the  country.  By 
the  first  week  of  December  over  200  outbreaks  had  been  noti¬ 
fied  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  By  the 
end  of  November  over  39,000  animals  had  been  slaughtered. 
Fortunately  no  outbreaks  have  occurred  within  or  near  the 
Borough  but  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection,  a  Specially 
Controlled  Area  Order  came  into  operation  on  Saturday.  26th 
November,  1960. 

Immediate  arrangements  were  made  to  open  the  Health 
Department  for  issuing  licences  for  animals  to  be  moved  to 
the  two  slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough  and  also  for  move¬ 
ment  into  the  Waters  Green  auction  the  following  Monday. 
Letters  concerning  the  Order  and  explaining  the  Regulations 
were  despatched  to  all  farmers,  pig  breeders,  butchers  and 
other  persons  concerned  and  so  made  aware  of  the  Control 
m  operation. 

Special  Posters  were  printed  and  were  ready  for  11  a.iti. 
on  the  following  Monday  morning,  these  being  displayed  in 
appropriate  places  within  the  Borough  informing  people  where 
licences  may  be  obtained. 

As  an  additional  precaution,  the  disinfecting  of  the  Cattle 
Auction  at  Waters  Green  has  been  carried  out  each  Monday 
during  the  period  of  the  Order  and  use  has  been  made  of  the 
Department’s  Gully  Emptier  which  is  able  to  supply  500  gallons 
of  disinfectant,  giving  a  quicker  and  more  efficient  service. 

The  disinfection  has  been  carried  out  at  8  a.m.  prior 
to  animals  entering  the  Market  and  as  quickly  as  possible 
after  the  removal  of  all  animals  from  the  Auction. 

The  Special  Restrictions  were  removed  as  and  from  mid¬ 
night,  10th  December.  During  the  period  a  total  of  270  licences 
were  issued  controlling  the  movement  of  1,847  animals. 
Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Order,  1954 

Throughout  the  whole  year  licences  have  been  required 
for  the  movement  of  pigs  from  the  cattle  auction  and  these 
have  been  issued  from  the  Health  Department. 
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CLEANSING  SECTION 

During  the  last  two  years  it  has  become  increasingly 
difficult  to  maintain  a  satisfactory  Tip.  Although  newspapers, 
books,  magazines  and  cardboard  are  salvaged  and  baled  at 
our  own  Depot,  household  refuse  now  contains  a  very  high 
proportion  of  paper,  composed  of  wrappings,  glazed 
packages,  cellophane  and  plastic  containers,  none  of  which 
is  suitable  material  for  salvage  and  together  with  the  con¬ 
siderably  reduced  quantities  of  cinders  in  refuse,  makes  a 
material  most  difficult  to  dispose  of  satisfactorily.  We  have 
on  two  occasions,  in  co-operation  with  the  Highways 
authority  removed  abandoned  motor  cars  to  Danes  Moss  and 
several  other  vehicles  have  been  brought  to  the  Tip  for 
disposal.  Naturally  all  the  components  which  might  have  a 
second-hand  value,  have  been  removed  and  the  steel  from  the 
body  shells  is  not  satisfactory  for  salvage.  Should  the  bodies 
be  buried  in  the  Tip,  large  voids  will  be  left  and  may 
subsequently  collapse  under  the  weight  of  a  vehicle  causing 
considerable  damage  to  axles,  springs  and  chassis.  If  this 
type  of  refuse  continues  to  increase  and  there  are  indications 
that  it  will,  I  feel  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Department  to 
purchase  oxy-acetylene  Flame  Cutting  Equipment  and  each 
body  shell  will  have  to  be  cut  down  and  then  buried  so  as  to 
leave  no  voids. 

Whilst  some  motorists  are  passing  the  problems 
created  by  the  10-year  test  to  the  Danes  Moss  Tip,  the  posi¬ 
tion  regarding  the  refuse  department’s  own  vehicles  cannot 
be  ignored.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  following  this 
introduction  that  no  less  than  four  of  the  Department’s  own 
vehicles  are  10  years  old.  Additions  to  the  fleet  are  only 
keeping  pace  with  the  increased  demands,  made  on  the 
Department’s  services  and  not  replacing  worn-out  vehicles. 
Transport  used  by  the  Department  is  subject  to  heavy  wear 
caused  by  constant  stopping,  starting  and  travelling  over 
the  unmade  roads  of  the  Tip  whilst  fully  laden ;  in  these 
circumstances  a  reasonable  life  is  8  years  and  certainly  it 
IS  uneconomical  to  keep  them  beyond  10  years. 

I  am  sorry,  once  again,  to  mention  the  problem 
occasioned  by  litter.  The  new  Litter  Act,  although  showing 
some  improvement,  will  have  to  go  a  long  way  to  prevent 
disfigurement  of  the  countryside.  However,  the  Borough 
Magigstrates  have  left  at  least  one  person  in  no  doubt  as  to 
their  feelings  on  this  matter  when  he  was  fined  three  pounds 
for  throwing  down  newspaper  and  greaseproof  paper,  in 
which  he  had  had  fish  and  chips,  on  the  pavement  in  Park 
Green.
